T  O  CARRY  T  II  E  PLANTS 
THROUGH  THE  WINTER  WE 
RECOMMEND  THE  FOLLOWING 
SIMPLE  METHOD: 

Before  the  ground  is  frozen  too  hard, 
usually  about  the  middle  of  November, 
procure  some  rough  straw  litter,  or 
branches  of  evergreen,  or  dried  leaves 
and  put  around  the  lower  parts  of  plants, 
to  a  height  of  about  one  foot.  Cover  this 
with  a  little  soil  to  prevent  the  wind  from 
blowing  it  away.  In  the  Spring  remove 
this  and  cut  away  the  wood  killed  by 
frost,  giving  a  mulching  of  well-rotted 
manure. 


The  plants  are  ready  for  planting  as 
received,  but  can  be  pruned  back  a  little 
if  so  desired.  Plant  firmly,  and  water 
as  conditions  of  soil  and  weather  make  it 
advisable. 
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
